Wo believe the ap- 
pointment, which is certain, will give 
general satisfaction. Mr. Rout Is capa- 
ble and accommodating and wo are sore 
he will make a good postmaster. Certain 
it Is that he will, if he will fulfill his 
promisee, and he is a man of bis word.
